The person who 
habitually has cold baths rarely 
takes cold, for the body develops 
the power to re-heat the skin 
after it has been chilled by ex- 
posure. He or she generally has 
u clear skin and a fresh colour, 
Very ‘hot baths have a detrimental 
effect on the heart, and it is never 
wise to stay too long in a hot 
bath.. The best time to take a 
hot bath is at bedtime. If one is 
taken duriiig the day It should be 
finished. by a cold sponge. Raths 
can be made more enjoyable, and 
sometimes of greater benefit, by 
the additions of bath salts and 
lotions. A bran bath, in: which 
the bran is sewn into a little mus- 
lin bag and steeped in the water 
soothes’ irritation of the skin. 
Mustard added to hot water is. 
beneficial in casestof colds and 
chills; ammonia helps to prevent 
stiffness of muscl@s and limbs; 
Epsom salts are yood for those 
who are slimming, and borax and

German Spy 


“DIED. FOR US’ IN 
TOWER OF LONDON” 


GERMAN OFFICER'S 
BRIEF CAREER 


The unveiling of a memorial nt 
Lubeck to Licutonant Carl Hans 
Lody, ono of the most famous of 
German spics, who was exccuted 
in the Tower of London on 
November 6, 1914, recallg some of 
hin activities in Scotiand. - 


Lody,.a German.haval officer, 
arrived in England carly in 
August 1914 bearing an American 
passport in the name of Charles 
A. Inglis. He was thirty-five, and 
had travelled extensively. -He 
apoko English. fluently with a 
noticeable American accent. His 
knowledge of British and Ameri- 
can life was, naturally, of much 
assistance to him as a secret ser- 
vice agent in this country. 


Not long‘ after his arrival he 
camo under the suspicion of the 
authorities. Although the extent 
of his activities will probably 
never be known, it is understood 
that his espionage work was marked 
by reports showing him to be’ a 
highly accomplished observer: 


His attempts to send out : in- 
formation were immediately check- 
ed; Indeed, Sir Basil Thomson in 
his book, “Queer Pcople,” states 
that the wellknown story of Rus- 
sian: troops travelling « south 
through Britain wns the only re- 


port which Lody was permitted to

REPORTING NAVAL MOVEMENTS 


As a naval officer, Lody's reports 
of movements and appearances of 
ships would, no doubt, 
of-tho_greatcst valuc_to.Germany. 
In this connection.-he is said to 
have attemyted to send a message 
from Edinburgh reading, . “Must 
cance). Johnson very il _Iast four 
Shall -leave shortly.” Ac- 
cording to hin admission at his 
trial by Court-martial at West- 
minster, this innocent communica- 
tion referred to the departure of 
the Fleet from the Forth within 
four days, 


He offered no defence at his 
trial other than that he had done 
his duty. Lody was the first 
secret service agent to be executed 
in Britain during the War, and the 
first person to phy the extreme 
penalty in the Tower of London 


since the middle of the eighteenth 


century. 


The mémorial at Lubeck depicts 
a knight in-armour, with drawn 
visor and fettered hands, Rear- 
Admiral Lindau, who performed 


‘the unveiling ceremony, explained 


that the drawn visor signified the 
secrecy-in which Lieutendnt Lody 
had had to perform his. task, the 
fetters his imprisonment, and a 
hole in the breastplate his heroic 
denth. The inscription on the 
memorial reads, “Carl Hans Lody. 
Died for us.In the Tower of Lon- 
don. Remember.” :

FANCY FIGURES 


There are some who will smile at 
the American's tossing about of 
fantastic figures. But there is 
nothing ‘very far-fetched in thin 
billion-billion dollar recovery pro- 
gramme, The cost would be 
stretched over a quarter of a 
century. America can find the 
money. The British peoples spent 
more than one-third as much fn Icss 
than a quarter that time, but for a 
different purpose—war. Up to the 
Spring of 1919 Great Britain and 

ne Dominions had paid £7,600,- 
000,000 into the War account, 
which Is to any they were spending 
at a rate of approximately £2,000,- 
000,000 a year. America proposes 
to spend Icss than £1,000,000,000 
year, Both these figures are in the 
nature of emergency expenditures 
and are in addition to the ordinary 
cost of government, of course, ahd 
America would be painfully atrain- 
ed to meet such a commitment. 
But, we repent, {t can be done, and 
it is quite possible that It would 
be sound economics, and the solu- 
tion of the American unemployment 
problem. To some it may sound 
like a remedy for desperate ills, 
nnd while the United States cannot 
be looked upon. aa a nation facing 
bunkruptcy and revolution, never- 
theless, her condition in such that 
the Administration may not hesit+ 
ate to use a desperate remedy.

Chinese poor towards surgical treat- 
ment, The old- view was that hos- 
pitals were to be entered only aan 
ast resort, and a surgeon was. res 
garded by the ignorant with dread 
Tho explanation 
for this ix largely historical,” From 
time immemorial” the Chinese have 
been used only to medical, as .dis- 
tinct from surgical, trentment.

One of the ‘troubles here is the 
cany entry of poor and unemployed 
from the ne Rhbouring countries 
which makes the Colony'’s burden 
much gronter, and because of this 
we are very dependent on the society 
for such help an can be riven to the 
children of the Colony. Money is 
essential and I mnko a strong ap- 
peal not only to those who have 
geherausly helped in the' past and 
will continue to help, but to those 
who have not yet even considered 
the question; for I cannot believe 
that anyone who could afford to rite 
help to such a cause can possibly 
refrain from doing. xo. 

The account shows a deficit on Iakt 
year’s work and I hope at the end 
of tho coming year it will be turn- 
ed into surplua, I should lke to 
offer my thanks on behalf of the 
Colony and the Government to thone 
institutions which have given such 
freat assistance to the ‘Government 
such as the St. °Louls Industrial 
School, the St, John Ambulance Bri- 
gade and the Convents, who had done 
more than most people realise on 
behalf of the poor of the Colony. 
I should like to congratulate Lac 
Southorn and the Women's Auxiliary 
for the good start she has made 
and for the monetary help to the 
Society.

fines, 

In case there, are loopholes I have 
recent].

Loneby, whose intereat in children 
you are all aware, to seo if any fur. 
ther improvement can be made. 

With reference to “adopted daugh- 
tera” this is o delicate and dificult 
subject. and we havo always held the 
view that so long ag there ix no evi- 
dence of abuse there fs no need to 
register such; but if it should ap- 
pear that mui teats are being kept 
under the guise of adopted Gaugh.

Despite the fact that there is 
n reluctance in some quarters to 
approve of the Peace Ballot 
which is being condugted in 
England with a view: to “ascer- 
taining what the public thinks on 
questions aimed at the preven:

be such a strong expression of 
popular opinion that the Govern- 
ment will be forced to take notice 
of jt. There. are five simply- 
phrased questions in the ballot, 
and one to which special atten- 
tidn Ia belng-directed-is-whether 
if one nation attacks another, 
other nations should combine. to 


compel it to stop by means of 


(n) economic and non-military 
measures, or,.(b), if necessary, 
by military action. In effect, 
this is merely asking the public 
to state whether it approves of 
the use of existing machinery, 
devised by the League of 
Nations, but never. yet brought 
into force, for’, dealing * with 
unjustified aggression. When 
the question 14 dispasgionately 
viewed, it must be conceded that 
the. drive towards war can only 
be checked in one way. The 
alternative of international an- 
archy is the’ collective system 
established by the Covenant of 
the League of ‘Nations and the 
‘Briand-Kellogg Pact. This not 
only outluws ‘war and provides 
for all-round disarmament, but 
furnishes machinery for the 
pacific settlement of all inter- 
national disputes. . Moreover,’ it 
enjoins common action for the 

raint of aggression.. The 
urgent need of the present time 
is to re-establish general _con- 
fidence that the principles of this 
collective system will be observed 
and carried out by Governments 
and peoples in their relations 
with one another. ‘Nothing -is 
more likely to contribute power- 
fully towards this end. than a 
definite demonstration that the

This is 
because that authority. is trying 
just now to persuade its by 
no means altogether complaisant 
followers to agree to set up in India 
au federation comparable to that 
which Western Australia says has 
failed in-its own cage. The British 
Government . might like, in. these 
circumstances, to tell the Austra- 
lianas to settle their own affairs. 
But Western Australia has a case 
that is not easily dismissed, . It 
claims to be legally entitled to a 
hearing in England on the ground 
that as matters stand the British 
Parliament -is alone competent to 
change the constitution of the Aus- 
tralian Commonwealth, .Some legal 
authorities held hat this compet- 
ence would be transferred to: the 
Australian Parliament at Canberra

Why wear a ring at all? Be- 
cause, without beginning or ending, 
it-is the symbol of cternity and so 
of married love. . To lose it is, for

her husband's affection; to break 
jt means death.’ But ns for wear- 
ing thin, there is a pretty proverb 
of Queen Elizabeth's day which 1 
hope ia true, for it tells us: 


Aa your ring wears 
So pass your cares, 


These ring queations. started an- 
other train of thought in my head. 
Where do our white ribbons and 
favours come from; why do we 
have them at all?) And why that 
old shoe which even the moat 
vigilant departing bridegroom 
cannot always prevent being hung 
at the back of his car? ‘The 
favours are casy to interpret; their 
colour signifies virginity, and the 
true lovers’ knots are tied to recall 
the knot in which Roman brides 
tied thelr girdles:, 

As for the shoc, it is an old 
custom twisted. Once, a long 
while ago, the ‘bridegroom's shoc 
was tald on the brido’s head as a 
sign that she should be subject to 
him> and then’ thrown to be 
scrambled fer by the guests.

The numbér of now cascs exceeded 
the corresponding figure: for the pre- 
vious yoar by 42. ‘Theso figures do 
not indicate the vntume.of work which 
has been carried out’ by the Society, , 
for when wo add to.them those casos 
which woro under supervision at the 
end of the previous year, wo find 
thab the Socicty’s officers havo had 
to deal with a total of nearly 1,600 
cases during the ycar. Whilo wo 
cannot but deploro the acute dis- 
tross which has been revealed in tho 
vast majority of the year’s new cases, 
members have good reason to feel a 
cortain amount of satisfaction that 
their Society has been able to afford 
Téllef to so many of tho Colony’s 
rest and moat helplera children. 
t is virtually impossible for us to 
appreciate what is, involved in oh 
attempt to keep body and soul to- 
gether on less n $3 a month, and 
not until the standard of carnings 
among the vast majority’ of the un- 
skilled manual workers of the Co- 
lony shows material improvement will 
the Society bo able to fecl that the 
magnitude of its problem is diminish- 
Ing. . The clearance of the Colony’s 
congested alum orens, the replico- 
ment of many of tho ‘existing tone- 
ments by o modern and better 
ventilated typo of tenement, building 
with’ sanitary conveniences, and the 
rovinion of more open spaces, nre 
mprovements for which the Bocioty 
appeals and must. continue to appeal, 
because they, are of vital importance 
to the health of the community. But 
although ‘slum clearance’ may . be 
«tackled Auccessfully, ‘the problem of 
avercrowing will to a largo extent 
remain until earnings are high enough 
to ennble the unskilled labourer to 
spend a Inrge num on rent, tnd hp is 
not likely to do that until he hos 
Increased hin expenditure on food and 
clothing for himself and his family. 


Change of Attitude 


Qne of the’ most striking facts 
brought home to the Society's .off- 
cers Is the changing nttitude of the 
Chinese poor towards surgical treat- 
ment. The old view was that hon- 
Itals were ta be entercd only un a 
laxt resort, and nm surgeon was re- 
Karded by the ‘ignorant with dread 
and even suspicion, The explanation 
for this is largely historical, From 
time immemorial the Chinese have 
been used only to-medical, na dis- 
tinet from aurgical, treatment. To- 
day, however, their change’ of atti- 
tude in this respect is becoming more 
marked, Canes are frequently com- 
ings to our notice of the pathetic faith 
in the power of the surgeon on the 


——-t part-of-Ghinese-of-the -poorer- classes 


who have aubmitted themselves: to 
Surgical operations. As an Instances 
of a field In which.I believe the poor 
woukl welcome an extension ‘of faci- 
lities, I would mention ‘that of the 
re surgeon. Acute eye disense and 
blindness, are terrible handicaps,. and 
I know that some of the Socicty’s 
officers who have’ been privileged to 
ace something of the voluntary work 
whieh is being done fn Kowloon, 
hove been deeply Impressed by the 
way in’ which scores of poor chil- 
dren and young persons, as well aa 
adults, wait for hours .in order to 
present themyelves to the eye sur- 
geon in whom they repose great faith. 

It in most encouraging te be alxo 
nble to report the stendily inerens- 
ingr influence of the ‘trained Chinese 
nurses on the mothers, An import- 
ant reason’ for this is the desire— 
I might almost say the passion—of 
the younger generation of Chinesc 
for education in some form or other. 
Grenter and greater’ attention is he- 
ing paid by these mothers to the 
advice piven them by the nurses; 
expecially is this the caso in connee- 
tion with such all-important matters 
ax cleanliness, feeding and the gen- 
eral enre of children. Every avail- 
nble opportunity is taken at the vari- 
oun branches of the Society to in- 
struct the mothers In the elementary 
principles of child welfare; and one 
need only pay av visit t- the Gov- 
ernment Infant Welfare Centre in 
Wanchai or. to that in Kowloon to 
appreciate, how excellent an inveat- 
ment these Centres are. -

The Kowloon centre, I understand 
In doing very well and’ in thin con- 
nection our thanks are duc to tho 
Sisters of the Precious Blood Con- 
vent, whose institution I visited some 
months ago, when I wan catly 
struck by the work and voluntary 
services of the doctora..and othorn 
of that institution. : 
The main factor nt’ work Is no 
doubt that of poverty and for that 
I have been unable to find a, remedy. 
Housing conditions in this Colony 
are dua morg to the economic factor 
of: poverty than to bad hourses— 
though a great many do exist.

With reference to “adopted daugh-
